Sec. 27-22.3. Volunteer service credit program

(a) A school district may establish a vol unteer service
credit programthat enabl es secondary school students to earn
credit towards graduation through performance of community

service. This comunity service may include participation in

the organi zation of a high school or community bl ood drive or

other blood donor recruitnent canpaign. Any program so

established shall begin wth students entering grade 9 in the
1993-1994 school year or later. The amount of «credit given
for program participation shall not exceed that given for
conpl etion of one senester of |anguage arts, math, science or
soci al studi es.

(b) Any community service perfornmed as part of a course
for which credit is given towards graduation shall not

qualify wunder a volunteer service credit program Any
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service for which a student is paid shall not qualify under a
volunteer service credit program Any comuni ty wor k
assigned as a disciplinary neasure shall not qualify under a
vol unt eer service credit program

(c) School districts that establish volunteer service
credit progr anms shal | establish any necessary rules,
regul ati ons and procedures.

Sec. 27-23.5. Ogan/tissue donor and transplantation
prograns. Each school district that nmaintains grades 9 and
10 may include in its curriculumand teach to the students of
either such grade one wunit of instruction on organ/tissue
donor and transplantation prograns. No student shall be
required to t ake or partici pate in instruction on
organ/tissue donor and transplantation prograns if a parent
or guardian files witten objection thereto on constitutional
gr ounds, and refusal to take or participate in such
instruction on those grounds shall not be reason for
suspension or expulsion of a student or result in any
academ c penalty.

The regi onal superintendent of schools in which a school
district that mintains grades 9 and 10 is |ocated shal
obtain and distribute reake-avatlable to each the school that

mai nt ai ns agr ades 9 and 10 in beard--of the district

informati on and dat a, including instructional materi al s

provided at no cost by Anerica's Blood Centers, the Anerican

Red Cross, and G ft of Hope, that may be used by the school

distrtet in developing a wunit of instruction under this
Section. However, each school board shall determne the
m ni mum anount of instructional tinme that shall qualify as a
unit of instruction satisfying the requirenments of this

Secti on.
